Three man maille a boll rand desperate 
attack on the Central ‘Savings Bank, in 
Third avenue, between Forty-fifth and fort 
vixth stroots, at about half-past 11 o'eloo| 
yesterday marning,- [tis ovid-nt, from 
the manner ià which tho attempt was mado 
that the thieves were thoroughly acquaia- 
ted with the disposition of tha preniisds, 
and their plans were so adruitly concocted 
as almost to insure suceess ifan accident 
had not occurred to intorrupt them. When 
three desneraddes rush into a banking 
establishment in broad day-fight, itis pretty 
ertain they must bave been under the im- 
pression they had previously secured im- 
firanity front interruption or such n wild 
scheme would never have bogu undertaken. 
The bank is situated on the ground floor, 
aud-comprises two apartments, the `bauk 
proper and a large room in the rear open 
ing on the bank premises. The windows 
on Third avenus are of heavy plate glass, 
and run down to abont two feet from the 
ground; the door is abso glazod in a similar 
manner to the windows. When the thieves 
came in Mr. Anthony Ellison, the teller 
says they shut down the heavy iron bolt, 
which is attached inside the door, comple- 
tely shutting off entrance from the ` street. 
They then jumped over the railing on ilie 

naf tbe.counter (which is about the height 
of map), and one of ien, puring d 
pistol td 


to work“ the place. Mr. Elison shouted 
for assistance, when they knocked him down 
violently and bound and gagged him, so 
that he could not be heard. They then 
riled the motey drawer, which only con- 
tained rome two hundred dollars. This 
succecded in catrying off. While they 
were still at the drawer, and before ‘they 
had attempted to ‘strike’ the sate, Dr. 
Hadden, one ofthe Board of Trustees. 
came to the door, and, secing the strangers 
behind the counter with the door fastened, 
smashed a pane of glass in the door and 
burst upon the scene, only to fiud the rab- 
bers gone Mr. Milison lying on the floor 
inside the counter. ‘The thieves, on seeing 
Dr. Hadden, started through tho back 
room into the garden and over the fence, 
which runs along Forty-six street en that 
side of the way, jumped into a light wagon, 
which they had in waiting, and escaped. 
They drove furiously through Forty-sixth 
street to Fourth avenue, and Forty-fifth 
to Lexington avenue, where tho wagon got 
wrecked in a cellar. The thieves then got 
vut aud ran as far as Forty-second street, 
where they turned and made towards Fifth 
avenue, being lust sight of nt this point. 
They wero followed all this way by an ex- 
policeman, who continacd shouting as he 
ran, ‘Stop those men,” They dashed past 
the depot of the New Haven Railroad in 
this way, and a lot of men hanging around 
the building looked on complacently and 
took no notice of the cries of the man in 
pursuit for assistance, Mr. Ellison isa 
good deal cut about the face and back of 
the head, and bas had a severe shock for a 
man of his years. Being alone in the bank 
at the time ef the attack, he was completely 
at the mercy of the three ruffiana who, np- 
on his shouting for help. immediately over 
powered him.

AN AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 


MY MARK TWAIN. 


— — 


Two or three persons having difforent 

times intimated that if 1 would write an 
nute biography they would read it when 
they got leisure. [ yielded at last to this 
frenzied public demand. and berowith ten- 
der my bistory : 
. Ours is a noble old house, and stretches 
along way back into antiquity, The 
earliost ancestor the Twains have any re- 
cord of was a fricnd of the family by the 
name of Viggius. This was in the eleenth 
century, when our people were living in 
Aberdeen, county of Cork, England. Why 
it is that our long line has ever since borne 
the maternal name (except when one of 
them now aud then took a playful refuge 
in an alins to avert foolishness,) instead of 
Higgins. is a mystery which none of us has 
ever felt much desire to stir. It isa kind 
of vngue pretty romance, and we leave it 
alone. All the old families do that 
way. 

Arthur Twain wasa man of considera- 
ble noto—a solicitor on the bigh ways in 
William Rufus’ time. At about the age 
of thirty he went to one of those fine old 
English places of reaort called Newgate, 
to see about something. and never returned 
again. While there he died suddenly. 

Augustus Twain scems to havo made 
something of a stir about the year 4150- 

He was as, ull of fun as be could be, and 
used to take his old sabro and sharpen it 
up, and get in a convenient place ou a dark 
night, and stick it through peoplo as they 
went by. to sce tbem jump. He wasa 
born humorist. But le got to going too 
far with it ; and the first time he was found 
stripping one of these parties the authorities 
removed one end of him, and put it up on 
a nice high place ou Temple Bar. where 
it could contemplate the people and have a 
good time. © He never liked any situation 
so nush or stuck to it ao long. 

Then ſor the next two hundred years 
the family tree shows a succession of sold- 
iers—noble, high-spirited fellows, who al- 
ways went out a whooping right ubcad of 
it 

This is a scathing rebuke to old dead 
Froissar:'s poor witticism that our family 
tree never had but one limb to it. and that 
one struck out at right angles, and bore 
fruit winter and summer. 

Early in the fifteenth century we have 
Beau Twain, called the The Scholar.” 
He wrote a beautiful, beautiful hand. And 
be could imitate anybody's bard so closely 
that it was enough to make a person laugh 
bis head off to see it. Ile had infinite 
sport with his talent. But by and by he 
took & contract to break stone for a road, 
and the roughness of work spoiled hi4 hand 
Still he enjoyed life all the time he wasin 
the stone business, which, with iaconsidera- 
ble intervals, was some forty-two years. 
In fact, he died in ‘harness. During all 
these long years be gave such satisfaction 
that he never was through with one con- 
tract a woek till tho Government gave him 
another. He was s perfect pet. And he 
was always a favorite with his fellow ar- 
tista, and wasa conspicuous member of 
their benevolout seoret society, ealled the 
Chain Gang. He always wore his bair 

abort, had a preference for striped clothes, 
and diedlamented by the ‘Government. 
He waa a vore loss to his country, for he 
was so regular. 


Bome years later wo have the illustrious 


John Murgan Twain, He came over to Por 


this countey with Columbus in 1492, 4s a 


passenger, Ho appears te havo been of a 
erusty, uncomfortable disposition, He 
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complained of the food all the way over, aud 
was always threatening to go ashore unless 


chere was a change. He wanted fresh| 
shad. Hardly a day passed over his head 


that-he-did-not-go--idling about the ship 
with his nose in che air, aneering about the 
commander, and saying he did not believe 
Columbus knew where he was going to or 
had ever been there before. The momora- 
ble cry of Land- bo!" thrilled every heart 
in the ship but his. He gazed awhile 
through apiece of smoked glass at the 
penciled line lying in the distant water, 
and then said : Land be hanged, it’s a 
raft!” 

When this questionable passenger came 
on board the ship, he brought nothing 
with him but an old newspaper containing 
a handkerchief marked “B. G..“ one cot- 
ton sock marked “L. W. C.,“ one woolen 
oae marked D. F.“ and a night shirt mar. 
ked O. M. R.” And yot duriug the 
voyage he worried more about his trunk 
and gave himsclf more airs about it than 
all the rest of the passengers put together 
Ir che ship was down by the bead, and 
would not steer. he would go aud move 
his truuk further aft, and then watch the 
effect. Ifthe ship was by the stern he 
would suggest to Columbus to detail some 
men to shift that baggage. In storms he 
had to be gagged, because his wailings 
about bis truuk made it impossible for the 
inen to hear, the orders. The man done 
not appeur to have been opeuly obarged 
with any gravely unbecoming thing, but is 
noted in the ships log as a curious 
circumstance” that albeit he brought his 
baggage on board the sbio in a newspaper, 
he took it ashore iu four trunks, a queena 
ware crato, and acouple of obampagao bas- 
kets. 

But when he came back insinuating in 
an insolent, swaggering way, that some of 
his things were missing, and was going to 
search the other passengers’ baggage, it 
was too much, and they threw him over- 
board. They watched long and wonder- 
ingly for him to come up, but not even a 
bubble rose on the quietly ebbing tide, 
But whilo every oue was moet absorbed in 
gaziog over the side, and the intorest was 
momentarily increasing, it was observed 
with consternation that the vessel was adrift 
aud the anchor cable hanging limp from 
the bow Then in tho ship's dimmed and 
ancient log wo find this quaint note: 

„la time it was discovered st ye 
troublesome passenger hadde goune downo 
and got ye anchor, aud toke ye same and 
solde it to ye sauvages from ye interior, 
saying yt he hadde founde it, ye sonne of a 
ghun !" 

Yet this ancestor had noble instincts, 
and it is with pride that we callte mind 
the fact that ho was the first white person 
who ‘ever interested himself io the 
work of elevating aud civilizing our Indiens. 
He built a commodious jail and put up a 
gallows and to his dying day be claimed 
with satisfaction that ho had hada mcre 
restraining aud elevating influence on the 
Indians than any other reformer that ever 
labored among them. At this point the 
ebroaicle becomes less frank and chatty, 
and closes abruptly by saying that the old 
voyager weat to see his gallows perform on 
the first white man over hanged in Amerioa, 
and while there received injuries which 
terminated in bis death. 


The great. grandson of the ‘Reform er’ 
flourished in sixteen hundred and some- 
thing and was known in our annals a» the 
old Admiral," though in bistory ho had 
other tities. He was long in command of 
Secta of awift vessels, well-armed and man- 
ned, and did great service in hurrying up 
merchantmen. Vessels which he followed 
and kept bia eagle eye on always made 
good fair time across the oocan. Hut if a 
ship still loitered in spite of all he could do 
his indignation would grow till he could 
contain himself no longer—ard then he 
would take that ship home where he lived 
and keep it there carcfully expecting the 
owners to come for it, but they never did. 
And he would try tu get the idleness and 
aloth out of the sailors of thatship by com- 
pelling them to take invigorating exercise 
and a bath. Ho callod it ‘walking a 
plank.” All the pupils liked ic. At any 
rate, hey never found fault with it after 
trying it. When the owners wero late 
coming for their sbips the Admiral always 
burued them, so that the insurance money 
should not be lost, At last this Úno old tar 
wss cut down in the fullness ot his years 
and honors, And to hôr dying day bis 
poor beart-broken widow believed thas if 
he had been cut down fifteen minutes 
sooner ho might have been resuscitated. 

Charles Henry Twain lived during the 
latter part of the seventeenth century, and 
wasa zoalous and distinguished missionary. 
He converted 16,000 South Sea Islanders, 
aud taught them that a dog-tooth necklace 
sud a pair of spectacles was not enough 
clothing te come to divine service in, His 
flook loved him very, very dearly , 
and when his funeral was over, they got 
up in a body (and came out of the restaur- 
ent) with tears in thelr eyes, and saying. 
owe to anotber, that he was à good tender

I always enjoyed the story - book narra- 
tive. but I felt a marring miegiving that 
every Indian at Braddock's defoat who 
fired at u soldier a couple of times (two 
easily grows to sevonteen ia a century.) 
and, missed him, jumped tothe conclusion 
that the Great Spirit was. reserving that 
soldier for some great mission ; and so I 
some-how feared that the only reason why 
Washington's case is remembered aud tho 
others forgotten, is, that in bis the prophecy 
came true, aud in that of others it did not. 
There ure not books enough on earth to 
contain the record of the prophecics Indiana 
and other unauthorized partios have made;

We are; just now, in the midst of 
bright and beautiful Spring arrayed 
in all her glory. Old mother earth has 
donned her mantle of green much ear- 
lier than usual, and all vegetation 
seems to benearly a month in advance 
of all previous years, The charms of 
nature are being multiplicd daily.— 
The eye is gratified with scenes of 
beauty and sublimity; the ear is de- 
lighted with the songs of birds and all 
the melody of Nature, and all who will, 
may “look through nature up to Na- 
ture's God.“ It is now oir privilege 
to be often in sweet und sober commu- 
nion with the beauties and sublimitics 
of the scer.o y around us, and to boin 
constant contact with all such grand 
and imposing features in nature as 
awaken solemn thought, foster- -trus 
devotion and inspire true gratitude and 
love to the great Giver of all our 
hlussings, temporal and spiritual. But 
familiarity usually begets inilifference 
and we soon learn to walk among the 
loftiest mountains as among the slight- 
est undulations, to sail over the rug- 
ged billows of old Oceun as over the 
rippled surface of a sluggish river,and 
in short, to look with co:nparative in- 
difference upon scenes fumiliar,though 
they be the most thrilling and wonder- 
lul works of God.. While reflecting 
upon the beauties of nature and the 
grandeur of rural scenes, we would 
not neglect to vast a glance at the dig- 
ging and delving and all the hardships 
and annoyances that make up the 
stern realities of the sturdy farmer, 
who is just now taxing his energies to 
their utmost capacity, in order that he 
may get his corn planted whilo the 
weather is dry and favorable. Plow- 
ing and p'asting is being done o a 
greater extent than usual, and farmers 
secor determined with the aid of an 
over ruling Providence, to make up 
for their losses on account of the fail- 
ure of last year's crops. Wheat and 
oats are looking remurkably well. for 
this early period of the season—so 
are early vegetables. There will prob. 
ably be an average crop of apples, but 
pears have deen seriously damaged by 
the late frosts. It is thought that 
there will be plenty of cherries of ull 
varicties. 

That the peach crop will bea heavy 
one, there can be but little doubt, us 
the trees aro full and the fruit so fat 
advanced that it will hardly be injur- 
ed by future frosts. Money matters 
nre no easier here yet, but the fruit 
season will soon be on, when our far- 
mers hope to realize a little cash.— 
Strawberry culture is exciting the 
usual interest, and farmers and truck- 
ers have been setting the plants by 
thousands and by hundreds, in pro- 
portion to their number of sparo acres 
or rods. 


Both plants and fruit of those in 
bearing look vigorous, nothwithstand- 
ing the Tate frosts and dry weather ; 
and there will probably be some ship- 
menta of berries from here by the 10th 
of May.
